That oil underlies property on 
North Carnelian avenue, Alta Lo- 
ma, at the base of the foothills is 
the belief of some today due to 
the presence of “oil sand” at sev- 
erl points. A government geolo- 
ogist and an oil company geologist 
are among those who have in- 
Spectad the property. 

In a wash on the H. Kuhlman 
property is sand strongly stained 
with oil. The wash was cut deep 
by the recent flocd. At many 
points for a quarter of a mile the 
silt and sand have an oily appear- 
ance. 

Samples of the stained sand are 
now. being examined to determine, 
if possible, the extent of the oil. 


Property Leased 

Mr. Kublman revealed today 
also that 200 acres of property 
along the foothills were leased six 
years ago by an oil promoter, but 
no development was started prior 
to expiration of the lease. At other 
times oil company officials have 
advised Mr. Kuhlman of the pres- 
ence of oil.

A. H. Bridge, chairman of the 
Cucamonga community committee, 
has announced a meeting to be 
heid at 7:00 p. m., Monday, April 
4, at the Upland junior high school 
auditorium on East Eleventh street, 
to which all farmers are cordially 
invited to hear a discussion of the 
1938 agricultural conservation pro- 
gram and to elect representatives 
from this district to assist in the 
administration of the program in 
San Bernardino county, 

Mr. Bridge states that, in view 
of the fact that agriculture in San 
Bernardino county is considered by 
the Agricultura! Adjustment Ad- 
ministration to be balanced be- 
tween soil conserving and soil de- 
pleting crops, no reduction of soil 
depleting crops will be necessary 
in 1938 in order for a farmer to 
obtain the maximum possible pay- 
ment established for his farmn. Ex- 
ceptions to this rule are made in 
potato and cotton acreages, for 
which crops “Acreage Allotments 
for 1938” are being established for 
each farm. Potato growers in this 
area have recently been notified as 
to the acreage allotments for their 
individual farms. 

In 1938 conservation payments 
may be earned by carrying out an 
established number of units of soil 
building practices on a farm. These 
practices will be described and 
methods for carrying out the num- 
ber of units required to earn a pay- 
ment will be explained at the 
forthcoming meeting. 

A; L. Campbell, assistant farm 
advisor in the Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service, who acts in an ad- 
visory capacity in the administra- 
tion of this program, will be pres- 
ent to lead the discussions. 

In order to become eligible for a 
payment in 1938 each farm oper- 
ator should see that his farm is 
registered with the County Agri- 
cultural Conservation Association, 
at Room 211, Professional Build- 
ing, San Bernardino. According to 
Marjorie M. Hambly, acting secre- 
tary of the association, the final 
date for such filing of farm records 
has been set as April 15.
